Dear Nr. Speer: 


The prospect for our series of meetings is 
bright, snd I snticipste thet seats will be at 9 premium. The 
women, especislly, are stirred up sbout the whole programme, and 
I think they will make up more than one-half of the audience. 

You sre aware that the meetings sre metropolitan in charscter. 
They sre not restricted to the schools in the vicinity of Col- 
umbia, although probably twoethirds of the sudience will come fran 
the latter institutions. I think I should tell you about one 
large radiesl grovp that will be represented. Their progremme 
of reconstruction is largely identical to ours - the Christisn 
programme - except that it omits the word "Christian", Will it 
not te adviasble to bear this group in mind as well as the cor- 
mopoliten character of the audience, in the construction of your 
sddress, and build up sn argument showing that America's ob- 
ligation to her neighbors is eduestionsal, scientific (i.e. the 
cleaning up of countries snd continents from the sanitary point 
of view, etc.) eronomic snd religious - putting the religious on 
the broadest possible basis first, in order that you may win the 
Jews and radicsle to your point of view, by showing in conclusion 
that this progremme is essentially Christian sand that it sguares 
with Jesus! programme of justice, brotherhood snd good will. It 
seeme to me thst this course will euggest to the students a study 
of that programme, snd, of course, that is one of the CUrposes we 
are seeking - to enlist four thoussnd in study groups;. I have 
gone over the whole matter with Mr. Vinten and I think he fully 
understands just what we are driving at. 


‘The meeting is being called for 7:30. Ags 
many students will come from 9 distance, I doubt if we shall be 
able to actually begin before quarter of eight. I have asked Mr. 
Vinten not to exceed thirty-five minutes, which will leave you 
forty minutes, granting that we close at nine o'clock. However, 
I do not wish you to feel pressed in the mstter of closing at that 


hour.
